Dies Suddenly This

BOSTON, Jan. 5,—New England and the 


whole world has lost a great man and a 
great intellect today in the death of 
Francis A. Walker, the well known econ- 
omist and writer, and at this time the 
president of the MaasachuBetta Institute 
of Technology. 


He died at Ills home in this city very 


suddenly this morning of apoplexy, com- 
plaining of feeling unwell only a few 
moments before the stroke came that 
carried him into unconsciousness and 
death. 


General Francis A. Walker was born in 


Boston, a eon of the economist, Amasa 
Wa Iker, on July 2,1840. He Braduated at 
Amherst in 1860 »nd begun the study of 
law at Worcester. He joined the Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers, and served with dii 


Li notion in the war, leaving the army as 
brevet brigadier-general of volunteers. 
For a time he taught the classic language 
in Willieton seminary, and waa later as- 
sistant editor of the Springfield Republi- 
can. 


In 1SG9 he became chief of the Korean 


of Statistics in the Urn ted States Trcat- 
urers department. In 1S73 he waa elected 
professor of political economy and history 
in the Sheffield Scientific school of Yale 
university, and held that position until 
1681, when he accepted the presidency of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 


He has, since that time, occupied many 


public positions. 
He was an active mem- 


ber in ecieDtific bodies. 
He was vice- 


president of the National Academy oi 
Sciences, president of the American Sta- 
tistical association, president of the Mill- 
itary Historical society of Massachusetts. 
The degree of LL. D. was conferred upon 
him by aix universities. 


Mr. Walker was a frequent contributor 


to reviews, and delivered numerous ad- 
dresses on economic, education and mili- 
tary themes. He was chairman of the 
Massachusetts board 
of 
"World's fair 


managers.

DOMESTIC AND SURFACE SEWERS. 


Highways and Sidewalks. 
What Has 


Been Done. Streets That Need 


Paving. Building and Plumbing 


Inspection. 


ELITE CLUB ENTERTAINED. 


The report of City Engineer Etaigh to 


ihe mayor is a lengthy, bub carefully pre- 
pared document, and contains an amount 
ot important information of which but 
comparatively little can be givea in an 
abstract of this kind. The report ueeces- 
aarly enters into details which cannot be 
ccmpressed into small space. 
It tells 


what has been done in the way of domes- 
tic and surface sewer construction, in 
which there has been laid 12,400 feet of 
domestic sewer p ipe from six to twelve 
inches in diameter, and 7,900 feet of sur- 
face sewer pipe from twelve to thirty-six 
inches in diameter. 


A burvey was made for a domestic sewer 


from Eagle street to Marshall street along 
ihe south side ot the river, but owing to 
unavoidable delays in getting n?hts of 
way, etc., it was thought beat to postpone 
the construction till next season. A newer

and Gallup streets. A surface 


sewer has been laid on Main street, 
with an outlet below the Phoenix mill, 
and another to take care of the water 
from the hill near the nark and protest 
Cherry and Dover streets, Elmwood and 
Washington avenue'* and all that part of 
the city from the freshets that have been 
very damaging in the past. These two 
surface sewers are among the important 
public improvements made in the past 
year. 


Important work done on highways in- 


cludes the repairing of the State street 
macadam at a cost of $1023, the repair ol 
Centre street from Ho'den to Eagle with 
native rock at a cost of $610 and the ma- 
cadtim<zlng of Monument square at a cost 
of about §1600. 


luch sidewalk work ha^ been done. A 


total of 5,636 feet of curbing has been »st, 
and 3,992 square yards of concrete walk 
have been laid, besides a Urge amount in 
the form of crosswalks. 


Engineer Emigh c'.edls with the matters 


of building and plumbing inspection in 
;in intelligent way and tbinks it might be 
wise to have both dono by the same 
official. He thinks the ordinance regard- 
tilt! erection and repairs of buildings has 
not 
been strictly lived up to, partly 


through ignorance oa the part of people 
building houses and partly because the 
engineer did not have time to property 
look after it without neglecting other im- 
portant duties. 
Iu his report the engi- 


neer has something to sjy about street 
improvement and thinks it strange that 
tha city has reached a population ot 
20,000 without a single paved st;eet. Mr. 
Emigh thinks Marshall street is ouo of 
the first that should be paved, owing to 
its bad condition and the {iinoun,, of heavy 
teaming that goes over it.

from Main to Union ou^ht also to be 
paved as soon as possible.

from Holden to Marshall attest should 
receive early attention.

ought to be paved, but this may be post- 
poned for a time, as it has just been 
repaired and other streets »re suffering 
worse.

The report touches 
on the numbering of houses and naming 
of streets, in bo*-h of which there has been 
some careless work done in this city, and 
also oa the question of accepting new 
streets. 


The report will be found interesting and 


instructive rending: when it appears in 
connection with those ot the other de- 
partments of the city government. Mr. 
Emigh closes his report as follows:

Hiram Brown, 


Hiram Brown died Monday afternoon

TAXATION INMRELAND. 


Sir Edmard Clark* Create! Dluattofaetlcra 


in Tory Circle*. 


London, Jan, 5.— Sir Edward Clarke, 


M. P., formerly solicitor general, who, 
it will he recalled caused much indig- 
nation among the conservatives some 
time ago by declaring- that Great Brit- 
ain's claims in the Venezuelan matter 
were untenable, has affftin made a pro- 
nouncement that meets with much op- 
position among1 the tories. Sir Edward 
last evening delivered H speech at Ply- 
mouth, which place he represents in 
tiie house of commons. In the course 
of his address he took occasion to refer 
to the claim tof the Irish that they are 
over-taxed to the amount o£ about £3 ,- 
000,000 yearly, and to their demand 
that taxation be reduced and restitu- 
tion made of the excess of taxes col- 
lected during the past forty years or 
so. After referring to the commission 
on the financial relations betwfen 
Great Britain and Ireland, which re- 
cently submitted a report favoring the 
Irish contention. Sir Edward said he 
could not hesitate to accept the decis- 
ions on matters of fact of such aotronjj 
commission. This declaration is note- 
worthy as being the first from an 
English tory in support of the report 
of the commission. As a body the 


[ English tories are bitterly opposed to 
the acceptance of the report as fioal, 
and during the coming sessiou of par- 
liament will seek to obtain the ap- 
pointment of another commission to 
reinvestigate the question.

DEFAULTER AND SUICIDE. 


Surprising Downfall and Death of an ACwl 


Baltimore Bank Ciuhl 


Baltimore, Jan. 5.— Richard D. Cor 


nelius, one of the oldest and bes 
known bank cashiers of this city, com 
tnltted suicide yesterday. His bod; 
was found In the duck pond in Drui 
Bill park a few hours after a ehortag 
of 880,000 had been discovered iu hi 
accounts at the National Farmers1 and 
Planters' bank. Last Saturday Banl 
Examiner Winchester drew the atten 
lion, of the officers of the bank to som 
irregularities in the accounts of an out 
of-town institution.

Cornelius was asked to explain the ir- i 
regularities. He did not attempt to do 1 
so, but abruptly walked off. A closer , 
Culmination of his accounts disclosed 
a-n apparent shoctage of 560,000. When 
the officers of the bank learned that! 
the cashier had left tbe building they 
telephoned to Smith, West & Lyon, the i 
detectives, to aunt him up. Mr. West 
traced the defaulter to Druid Hill park 
and thence to the duck pond. There 
they found his body floating iu three 
feet of water. The man liad evidently 
held himself to the bottom of the pond 
by the weeds that grow there, Mr. 
Cornelius was about C8 years of age 
and had been connected with tbe Na- 
tional Farmers' and Planters' bank for 
over forty-two years. He was a close 
friend of the late Enoch Pratt, who 
was president of the bank for almost 
half a century.
